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PREFACE

Uttered or unexpreeaed. — ' 

In addition to God's command and our Saviour's example, prayer is racom 
meiKied by its reasonableness and utility. 

A christian &mily should be a christian church. Instruction siiould make 
it a school of virtue; and piety a temple of the living God. In such a family, 
prayer is the very breath of the soul. They will celebrate God's perfections 
with reverence and joy, acknowledge his mercies with gratitude and love, con- 
km their sins with humility and penitence, offer their supplications with piety 
tod fervor, and intercede for their bretlu'en with sympathy and affection. To 
meet the wishes and supply the wants of such a family has been my desire in 
eomposing these forms for social worship. I have aimed to make them brief, 
dear and comprehensive; giving to them all the diversi^ which was possible 
in the restricted forms of family devotion. 

In the prayers for individuals I have wished to keep before the mind the 
doctrine of a Providence, the grace of the gospel, and the practical principles 
of religion as they stand connected witli tlie common varieties of human cliar- 
icter and condition ; with man's wants and blessings, dangers and hopes. I 
oave endeavored to furnish words in which the deepest feelings of the pure and 
the contrite spirit may find a grateful utterance. Every thing here depends on 
culti^'ating a taste for devotion, without which prayer becomes a lifeless, in- 
effectual form. 

In preparing this I have proceeded upon the principles adopted in the several 
previous editions. Of new matter one hundred pages have been added ; and 
tile lest has been so remodelled that the book may be considered a new one. 
It should be judged of as a whole. To write a few prayers of striking ex- 
cellence is comparatively easy. The peculiar difficulty of this species of com- 
pMition is felt when three hundred pages are to be furaialhed, and «3Sl ol^^Qceai 
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are required to be different in expression, just in sentiment, fervent in maimer 
and evangelical in spirit. The readers of other prayer books will find expres- 
■ions in this which have become common property by their miusual appropri- 
ateness. I did not think it worth while, for the sake of being wholly original, 
to exclude these most impressive forms. 

The Scriptures teach us to pray with tne imderstanding as well as with the 
spirit. I have endeavored therefore occasionally to suggest trains of religious 
thought, hoping thereby to touch the springs of devotion ; yet, have carefully 
avoided those warlike disputes about doctrine, which so often rend in twain 
the seamless robe of Christ. It has been my first and ruling desire to write 
such prayers as the Saviour would approve. I have been anxious to take bis 
own as my model, v^shing to breathe into these fomn the life-giving spirit of 
his gospel; so that the humble and pious worshipper may sanctify the Lord 
God in his heart, excite his devotional feelings, and, at the same time, cherish 
those christian truths and holy hopes vdiich are of the highest value to man. 

I would now dedicate this manual to those for whom it was written ; tne 
old, the middle-aged and the young; the rich and the poor; the learned and 
the ignorant; the widow and the fatherless; the happy and the disconsolate; 
hoping that it may be, under Providence, the means of fixing the wandering 
thoughts oi mortal man upon immortal objects, of cherishing in the pious mind 
the love of christian virtue, and of drawing firom God's holy heavezw the gift 
of strength, charier and submission.

— Give prosperity to the churches of thy Son. 
Supply destitute flocks with pastors after thine 
own heart ; and may thy ministers preach Jesus 
Christ and him crucified, so as to make men wise 
to salvation. 

In that name, which is above every name, we 
bring these requests to thy throne of mercy ; and 
in the words of our blessed Mediator we close 
our prayer ; Our Father &c.

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We fervently pray, that these christian conso- 
lations and hopes may come with all their needed 
power to the hearts of thy servants, who now 
mourn the loss of a near relative by death. Sanc- 
tify this bereavement to each one of them ; ajid 
give them that composure of spirit which shall 
enable them to receive the comforts of our holy 
religion. While they remember that thou dost 
not willingly afflict or grieve thy children, may 
they believe that thy dispensations are wise and 
kind ; kind even when they seem severe. May 
they repair to thee their almighty Refuge, and 
rest themselves on thee, the Rock of ages ; and 
be disposed to say, *Not our will, but thine be 
done : the Lord gave and the Lord hath taken 
way, blessed be the name of the Lord.' The 
more they are brought to perceive that things seen 
are temporal, the more firmly may they trust that 
things unseen are eternal. Believing that thou 
knowest when it is best to call thy children to 
thyself, may they be assured that thou art gra- 
cious, that Christ is faithful, and that heaven and 
not earth is their home. May they embrace the 
promises and be thankful ; may they know that 
thou art God, and be still. ♦ 

— Father of mercies, thou art a present help 
in time of need, a shelter in the hour of trouble ;

Spare us, O Lord most holy ; sustain us, O God 
most mighty, and suffer us not to fall from thee. 
As our days here are vanishing as a shadow, and 
there is but a step between us and death, may we 
not boast ourselves of to-morrow, nor look for- 
ward to a more convenient season for repentance. 
May we connect every thing here with every thing 
hereafter. May we feel that we pursue life under 
the government and protection of an almighty 
Benefactor, and that all thy dealings aim at our 
happiness. O grant that we may finish well the 
work thou hast sent each one of us to do ; and be- 
ing faithful unto death may we receive the crown 
of life. 

God of the spirits of all flesh, we would now

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ashes to ashes, dust to dust, looking for the life 
of the world to come through our risen Redeem- 
er. And when our turn shall arrive to enter this 
house appointed for all the living, may we have 
in our mouths the triumphant song of the Chris- 
tian, O death! where is thy sting? O grave! 
where is thy victory ? Thanks be to God, who has 
given us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Unchangeable God, while we witness that the 
glory of man passeth away, we feel the value of 
the assurance, that thy word shall never pass 
away. We ask the continuance of life so long 
as life can be useful, referring our interests here 
and hereafter to thy disposal, believing that thou 
art all wisdom in thyself and all goodness towards 
thy creatures. With hearts fixed and stayed up- 
on thee, may we be prepared to meet any event 
of thy providence with devout composure ; and, 
above all, may we have the lamp of religion with- 
in us trimmed and burning, so that when this 
corruptible shall put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall put on immortality, then we may 
hear from the Saviour the welcome invitation, 
* Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
the world.' 

In his name, who wept that we might rejoice, 
who died that we might live, who is the resurrec- 
tion and the life, we offer this our prayer, ascrib- 
Jng to thee all glory foievet. Amen.

Hear my prayer, O God, and answer me for 
thy mercy's sake in Christ Jesus, through whom 
I would ascribe to thee praise forever. Amen.
